LobarPneumonia,Stomach 
Ailment Fatal To William 
Bendix, TY And Film Star

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Actor 
William Bendix is dead. And so, 
in a way, is Chester A. Riley, 
the pug-faced, aoft-hearted fac­ 
tory worker he made famous in 
television, radio and the movies. 
Bendix succumbed Monday at 
Los Angeles Good Samaritan 
Hospital to lobar 
pneumonia, 
complicated by a stomach ail­ 
ment. He was 58. 
At his bedside were his wife of 
37 years. Therese, 58; daughters 
Stephanie, 20, and Lorraine, 30, 
and Mrs. Alan Ladd, with whose 
late actor husband Bendix once 
starred. 
MANY ROLES 
During 
his 
career, 
Bendix 
played characters ranging from 
brutal villains to everybody’s 
pal. 
To millions of fans of ‘‘The 
Life of Riley” television show, 
Bendix’ death was a double loss. 
It removed Chester Riley, the 
harried father. 
Bendix’ wife once admitted to 


an interviewer: “Chester Riley 
and Bill Bendix are alike in a 
lot of ways. 
“ Bill’s bluff manner doesn’t 
let outsiders know what he is 
like at all. He has all the kind­ 
ness and desire to help others 
that Riley is noted for. Some­ 
times, when I watch a Riley 
show, I say to myself, ‘You’d 
think the writers 
lived 
with 
us.’ ” 
PAILURB AT FIRST 
Like Riley, Bendix was a bit 
of a failure in the beginning. 
Born in New York City Jan. 
14, 1906, he flopped as a bat boy 
for the New York Giants — his 
mother wouldn’t let him go out 
for spring training. He didn’t do 
much better as a semi-pro base­ 
ball player, singing waiter and 
grocer. 
His debut on the boards at 16, 
as a 
member of the Henry 
Street Settlement House play­ 
ers, wasn’t notable.

RESENT CHARGE 
Most African delegates who 
had 
denounced 
the

cil debate refused to comment 
on Stevenson's blistering reply 
Monday. But they plainly did 
not relish his charge that they 
were guilty of “ irrational, irre­ 
sponsible. insulting and repug­ 
nant language.” 
Pro-Western 
nations 
voiced 
praise for Stevenson’s speech, 
in wrhich he said many of the 
countries criticizing the United 
States are openly supplying mil­ 
itary aid to the Congolese re­ 
bels.

Ghana, Sudan, Red China, the 
Soviet Union, Congo Brazzaville 
and Burundi. 
Most of the African countries 
which have condemned military 
aid from outside Africa have 
themselves received such aid, 
he said. 
ACCUSES RACISM 
He said that in his seven 
years at the United Nations he 
had never heard such invective 
as that used against the United 
States during the present de­ 
bate. 
“ But even such a torrent of 
abuse of my country is of no 
consequence compared to the 
specter of 
racial 
antagonism 
and conflict raised in this cham­ 
ber,” he said. “ I make no de­ 
fense of the sins of the white 
race in this respect. But the an­ 
tidote for white racism is not 
black racism .”

PUSH NUCLEAR 
TALKS DESPITE 
FRENCH DENIAL 


By TOM OCHILTREE 
PARIS (AP) - The United 
States, Britain and West Ger­ 
many pushed ahead today with 
private negotiations for setting 
up an Allied nuclear command 
despite France’s refusal to have 
any part in it. 
This move, reported by Allied 
sources, overshadowed the open­ 
ing of the annual year-end minis­ 
terial meeting of the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization. 
France was left out of the 
planning by its own choice. U.S. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
has told President Charles de 
Gaulle that American proposals 
for 
a 
mixed-manned 
nuclear 
fleet, or any arrangement grow­ 
ing out of that multilateral force 
would be left open for ultimate 
French participation. 
Rusk. Britain’s Patrick Gor­ 
don Walker and West Germany’s 
Gerhard Schroeder scheduled a 
private meeting to discuss the 
nuclear command idea. 
The United States and Ger­ 
many prefer the original fleet 
idea. Under this arrangement 
the alliance would create a fleet 
of 25 surface ships armed with 
a total of 200 nuclear-tipped Po­ 
laris missiles. 
Britain wants to expand the 
idea into an Atlantic nuclear 
force and to include Polaris sub­ 
marines. some of Britain’s own 
V-bombers and possibly land 
based missiles 
DE G A U LL! OBJECTS 
Final control over use of the 
missiles would rest in the hands 
of the President of the United 
States. This is one feature De

the state of the alliance and look 
in detail at the posture of de­ 
fense maintained by the Atlantic 
community. 
In a sense, the new British 
proposals for an Allied nuclear 
system offered a chance for the 
United States and France to 
avoid a clash inside the NATO 
conference itself.

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McNamara's Thrift Pleases 
LBJ; May Cut Cost Further

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson has 
a favorite 
word, “frugality.” Since Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara takes it seriously, as he 
showed again over the weekend, 
they get along. 
McNamara’s brand of frugali­ 
ty, like plans for closing mili­ 
tary 
and 
naval 
bases 
and 
merging the Army Reserve with 
the National Guard, won’t win 
him a popularity contest with 
the people and places affected. 
This is true with some mem­ 
bers of Congress, where there 
are some of the tallest cries for 
economy, either because they 
are in the reserves or their 
states lose income when bases 
are closed. 
PRESIDENT APPROVES 
But McNamara’s thrift, which 
he was practicing before John­ 
son 
moved 
into 
the 
White 
House, endears him to the Pres­ 
ident. It s a case of just what 
the doctor ordered. 
Johnson was in office less 
than three weeks when he said 
the Defense Department must 
make “the largest effort” to­ 
ward economy and “achieve the 
biggest savings.” 
He patted McNamara ahead 
of time by saying: This country 
has never had “ an abler or 
more 
dedicated 
secretary 
of 
defense, and I have known them 
all.” 


All this paid off. Early this 
year Johnson, facing an election 
and therefore doubly concerned 
about spending, was able to 
produce 
a budget 
under 
HOO 
billion. It was $97.9 billion. 
DCPBNSC CUT 
The 
Defense 
Department’s 
share of this was $51.2 billion, a 
cut of $1.1 billion from last 
year. 
Last April, McNamara, writ­ 
ing about his job, said that when 
he took office he could have 
adopted either of two broad phi­ 
losophies of management. 
He could be passive, meaning 
he could make the decisions on 
recommendations made to him; 
or he could be aggressive by 
“questioning, suggesting alter­ 
natives, 
proposing 
objectives, 
and stimulating progress. 
He said “this active role rep­ 
resents my own philosophy of 
management.” 


VISITED BASES 
He hustled around, visiting 
bases that he thought could be 
eliminated, 
reducing the 
De­ 
fense Department payroll. 
And last October, after the 
Kremlin leaders threw out Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev and the Red 
Chinese had their first nuclear 
explosion, McNamara said neith­ 
er will 
mean 
any 
significant 
increase in next year’s budget. 
Speaking of American nuclear 
power, he said: “These forces 
are adequate to survive a sur­ 


prise attack upon this country 
and survive with sufficient pow­ 
er to strike back in such a way 
as to assure the simultaneous 
destruction of the Communist 
Chinese and the Soviet societies. 
WOULD COUNTED REDS 
“ If there should be any indi­ 
cation of significant increases 
in Soviet forces or Soviet mili­ 
tary budgets, for example, we 
shall be able to take the neces­ 
sary steps to counter these in­ 
creases before they become ef­ 
fective.” 
It seems a good guess that in 
the budget Johnson offers Con­ 
gress next month McNamara’s 
Defense Department may ask 
for even less than this year. 
This is behind the guess: On 
Nov. 19 McNamara announced 
plans 
for 
closing 
96 
military’ 
bases and Navy yards in 33 
states and five countries abroad 
to save $477 million 
EXPECT REDUCTIONS 
The same day Johnson said 
he estimates that the level of 
defense spending will remain 
constant or even be less “ if 
there is no significant chtnge in 
the threat we face.” 
Then last week Moscow an­ 
nounced a 4 per cent cut in So­ 
viet 
defense 
spending. 
This 
might be a coincidence. Or it 
could mean both big powers are 
slowing down the arms race. 
Over this past weekend. Mc­ 
Namara said he plans to elimi­ 
nate all unnecessary Army Re­ 
serve units and merge the oth­ 
ers with the states’ National 
Guard. He figured this would 
eliminate 
about 
150.000 
men 
from the rolls and save $150 
million a year.

NEW YORK (AP) — Twenty 
years ago he chilled the West­ 
ern world with fear, but now he 
is a gray little old man who 
likes to weed his garden in 
peace. 
He is retired Gen. Hasso E. 
von 
Manteuffel, 
seven 
times 
wounded in battle, one of Ger­ 
many’s most decorated soldiers, 
and leader of its celebrated 5th 
Panzar army in the Battle of the 
Bulge. 
LED GREAT BATTLE 
Just two decades ago Wednes­ 
day his troops infiltrated the 
front lines of American troops 
resting in the Ardennes Forest. 
They came like ghosts across 
the snow in the foggy dawn, 
starting what some have called 
the greatest single battle in 
American history. 
Von Manteuffel, now §7, dis­ 
cussed the conflict on a recent 
visit here to act as advisor on 
a film of the battle, which is 
being made with the cooperation 
of the US. Defense Depart­ 
ment. 
He is proudest of the skill by 
which his men, through camou­ 
flaged 
movements, 
achieved 
complete tactical surprise. 
"I wanted to sneak by the 
outposts like cats.” he recalled, 
“ and this went off well. It was 
the biggest German success of 
the operation. 
' But your men were not to 
blame for this. They were sup 
posed to be in a rest area and 
they were thinly strung out. 
HITLER'S GOAL HOPLESS 
Like other German command­ 
ers. 
Von 
Manteuffel 
thought 
Adolf Hitler’s goal was grand! 
ose and hopeless: it was no less 
than to wrap up the Allied 
armies in the west, thus leaving 
Hitler free to deal with the Rus- 
cians in the east. 
“The biggest mistake that Hit 
ler made at this time," he com­ 
mented acidly, “ was to think 
that the German army could do 
what it had done in 1940. 
"After all, we were in the 
sixth year of the war. He did 
not have enough materiel, and 
the soldiers of 1944 were not the 
•ame as those of 1939.” 
The rampaging Germans did 
streak 60 miles through U.S. 
lines at one point to get within 
four miles of the Meuse River. 
But they were held up for price­ 
less days at one vital road cen­ 
ter, St. Vith, and never did 
break through U.S. defenses at 
a second key town, Bastogne. 
NAZI DRIVE BEATEN

"I live a healthy life now. I 
smoke too much 
so I drink 
more milk. I work in my gar­ 
den, and pick up my grandchil­ 
dren’s toys. 
"I can live en the pension I

—“but not as well as Richard 
Burton 
and 
Elizabeth Taylor 
live.”

Gen. Thomas R. White Jr. esti­ 
mates that the Pennsylvania 
Army National Guard stands to 
have its authorized strength in­ 
creased under a federal propos­ 
al to abolish the U.S. Army Re­ 
serve. 
White said Sunday specific 
figures as they apply to Penn­ 
sylvania were lacking at present 
but he speculated that a nation­ 
al increase of 150.000 men would 
be forthcoming for the Guard 
under the plan. 
He 
further 
projected 
that 
Pennsylvania would gain about 
IO per cent—or some 15.000 men 
—if the plan is approved by 
Congress 
and 
the 
G u a r d 
strength increase materializes. 
"I would hope every reservist 
in Pennsylvania, officer or en­ 
listed man, would want to come 
into the Guard because I’m sure 
we’ll have a place for him,” 
White said. 
White’s comments were solic­ 


ited after Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara unveiled 
his plan to abolish the Reserves 
nationally, placing some Reserv­ 
ists in the Gusrd and putting 
others on an inactive status. 
He estimated that Pennsylva­ 
nia’s Guard strength at present 
is some 18.500 men, and tile unit 
is only IOO or so short of that 
complement. 
White also remarked that the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supeme Court upheld the pub­ 
lic accommodations section of 
the 1964 Civil Rights Act Monday 
In a case involving the Heart 
of Atlanta Motel. 
The tribunal ruled in the At­ 
lanta action as the first case on 
that section of the new law. 
The court also upheld the 
public accommodations section 
applied to a Birmingham, Ala., 
restaurant. 
Justice Tom C. Clark deliv­ 
ered the court’s main opinion. 
Moreton Rolleston Jr., Atlan­ 
ta attorney and an official of 
the motel corporation, filed suit 
in U.S. District Court in Atlan­ 
ta to block enforcement of the 
law within two hours after it 
was signed by President John- 
aon on July 2. 
HURRIED HEARINGS 
Three judges in the district 
court upheld the public accom- 
modations section in a July 21 
ruling and Rolleston appealed 
to the highest tribunal. The Su­ 
preme Court heard arguments 
on the appeal on the first day of 
its new term, Oct. 5. 
Usually 
no arguments are heard on open­ 
ing 
day, 
but 
the issue was 
given a hurried hearing. 
Rolleston argued his own ap­ 
peal before the Supreme Court. 
“The fact that Negroes are 
Involved in this issue is purely 
Incidental,” he told the jus­ 
tices. “The fundamental Issue 
Is whether Congress has the 


right to take away from a pri 
vale business concern the own­ 
er’s choice of running his firm 
as he wishes and choosing his 
customers.” 
SUPPORTED CONGRESS 
Solicitor 
General 
Archibald 
Cox, arguing in opposition to 
Rolleston, said Congress prop­ 
erly outlawed racial discrimi- 
nation under its power to regu­ 
late interstate commerce. Cox 
contended this power enabled 
Congress to regulate local ac­ 
tivity too. 
Any argument that the new 
law was to relieve a burden on 
interstate commerce, said Rol- 
ieston, “is so much hogwash.” 
He related that since an injunc­ 
tion against discrimination at 
the motel was issued in Au­ 
gust there were only three re­ 
quests by Negroes for lodging. 
The 
public accommodations 
section says that “all persons 
shall be entitled 
to full 
and 
equal enjoyment of goods, serv­ 
ices, facilities, privileges, 
ad­ 
vantages and 
accommodations 
of any place of public accom­ 
modation as defined in this sec­ 
tion, without discrimination or 
segregation on the ground of 
race, color, religion or national 
origin.” 
The Heart of Atlanta 
Motel 
Is located adjacent to an inter­ 
state highway. It was agreed in 
the case that 75 per cent of its 
guests are from states other 
than Georgia.
